the University of California from

The old drousme writs have been 
thoroughly overhauled for the use 
of U.C. married students, and fur- 
ther devclopment is expected’in the 
near future of the area lying north 
of the presently occupied area and 
west of San Pablo Avenue 

The old Codornices grainmar 
school was abandoned more than a 
year ago when the government de- 
cided to give up the property, but 
the Albany School Department ts 
laying plans for the future which 
will include a school covering the 
earlier radts as.soon as the need 
develops. 

The buildings were constructed 
by the government on land owned 
by the University. Some of thes« 
buildings. have been razed; three 
units hate been leased by the City 
of Albany for recreation and city 
offices, while others have been gone 
over thoroughly and brought up to 
present building standards. 

Requiranents for admission are: 
All husbands must be U.C. stu- 
dents. The rental will average from 
$40 to $60 a month. The housing 


is close to transportation, to shop 
ping and business in general. There 
are churches of many denomina 
tions not too far away, and Albany 


is making provision for this group, 


as well as for all of its citizens in 
the recreation housing and grounds 
jnow being placed im shape.

| Earring Caution 
Earrings had their beginnings jn 
| pre-historic times. The custom ts 
known to be at least asold as Biblical 
history, for there is an Eastern 
legend that Sarah and Abraham 
originated the idea of wearing ear- 
rings. 

An English physician recently de- 
scribed a disease 
of our present-day 
cra, cleft ear lobes. 
The current fash- 
ion of wearing 
heavy earrings 
with powerful 
spring clips is 
causing the tis- 
*sues of the ear 

lobe to aban slowly and’ finally 
split. Doctors are seeing an increas- 
ing number of patients with this 
bizarre condition. 

But modern medicine has a suc- 
cessful method of treatment for 
split ear lobes. Sear 
moved surgically and the split-lobe 
sewn together, the physician reports. 

The old danger of the lobe be- 
coming infected after piercing and 
blood poisoning developing need no 
longer exist, according to one doc- 
tor. He reports that infections can 
be avoided by applying an ointment 
containing the antibiotic bacitracin 
to the pierced lobe. And of course he 
recommends that the ear lobes be 
picrced with a hypodermic needle 
by a qualified medical practitioner. 

Men should be reminded that ear-. 
rings have not always been a mark 
of purely feminine vanity. In fact, 
among the ancient Hebrews and 
Egyptians the wearing of earrings 
was the special privilege of men. 
This was true also of Julius Caesar, 
the first of the emperors, and other 
early Romans. 

In the third century AD. Em- 
peror Alexander Severus thought 
that earrings had become too popu- 
lar with men and forbade their use, 
This did not stop the practice, how- 
ever. Records tell of the wearing of 
earrings by men into the Middle 
Ages, when it became fashionable 
for men to wear only one earving 
in the left ear.

Today when we go into a stationery 
or department store to pick up a 
fresh supply of new playing cards, 
we're offered our choice of a glit- 
tering display of designs and pictures 
—attractive full-color scenic views 
or eye- 
catching 
patterns. It 
may sur- 
prise you to 
a- discover 
“that this 
wasn’t al- 
ways the 
case. 

Early 
playing ‘card manufacturers left the 
backs either perfectly plain or with 
an innocuous line-pattern. To com- 
pensate for this severity on the backs, 
printers began to decorate the faces 
of the playing cards, relegating the 
suit sign and number to a corner or 
edge and using the rest of the space 
for “educational” words and pictures. 

These educational cards taught such 
diverse subjects as reading, writing 
and arithmetic; history, astronomy, 
geography, music, military science, 
heraldry, logic, and even Latin. 

It is uncertain when the first edu- 
cational deck was printed but one 
of the very earliest appeared in the 
fifteenth century under the imprint 
of a German philosopher named 
Thomas Murner. Dr. Murner’s deck 
attempted to teach natural science as

it was understood at the time and it 
gained fame because he was one of 
the most noted educators of his age. 

Educational decks soon became 
popular with adults too ds the popu+ 
lace, starved for pictures, clamored 
for the brightly colored cards. To sat- 
isfy the demand, card printers sprang 
up by the hundreds throughout Eng- 
land and the Continent. 

Current events also became a pop- 
ular subject for the educational cards. 
Some old packs manufactured in 
England picture the defeat of the 
Spanish Armada, ‘the English Revo- 
lution and the Menmouth Rebellion 
in the seventeenth century. A Dutch 
pack published during the reign of 
Oliver Cromwell shows the Puritan 
leader hypocritically praying while 
Charles II is being executed, Anyone 
possessing this card at that time 
automatically incurred the death" 
penalty. 

Fortunately, most of the educa- 
tional cards treated much lighter 
subjects. One deck carried an entire 
song with music and lyrics on each 
card while another contained a whole 
set of fifty-two love mottoes, each 
complete with fauns, nymphs, and 
ornately-designed Cupids.
